IN BRITISH PLANTS 


Britain In Forefrent In Inventing the 
Wire Gun—Wonderful Processes 
Described ; 


When quite cool after the boring 
and the tempering of che metal the 
embryo gun is subjected to a second 
boring.

certified only to set up a fatal defect 
when put to actual use. . 

Rifled to Get Accuracy \ 

By this time a multiphe'tv c: 
operations have been passed thiwus 
yet the new gun is still far from %.? 
ing finished. Broaching, or very fine 
boring, has to be performed, and the 
surface lapped wi-h lead and emery, 
the latter to produce a faultless sur- 
face. Of course, the rifling grooves 
which give the parting steadying 
twist to the projectile, besides econo- 
mizing the propulsive force, have to 
be attended to for smooth borc guns 
are entirely out of date. It is this 
rifling which brought about a revo- 
lution in the accuracy of gun fire. 
The grooves are cut out by special 
machinery after the breech of the gun 
has been prepared to rece‘ve it. 
There then follows a number of les- 
ser operations, mainly connected with

| April 23, 1916 

Dearest Mother:—Just a line to let 
you know all is well with me, and 
hope you are the same. 
| _We are in the trenches again for 
ight days and the weather when we 
came in certainly was bad. To.day is 
lovely. I did not think last Easter 
that I would spend Easter Sunday in 
the trenches, but then many: things 
may happen in a year. The Chaplain 
held a service this morning and I 
and a few others attended, I suppose 
you know it was Holy Communion 
he held. It was kind of a funny place 
to hold a church service, in between 
two dugouts, an aeroplane overhead, 
n occasional shot fired and a mach- 
ne gun barking once in a while also 
our guns sending over ‘‘whiz bangs’* 
to greet Fritz good morning. 
| Ihave often wished that 1 was tall, 
but now I am out here I am kind of 
glad that I am not tall, for instance 
when you go down a trench that is 
only waist high, that is the time 
when the short man shines. 
| Well, I haven’t.much more to tell 
you, or I should say, nothing more,so 
I guess I will close. Hoping to hear 
rom you soon, I will close.

Wire Gun is Best 


Pieces of artillery ure sometimes 
referred to as wire gun.,, The coun- 
try which was quickest to realize the 
merits of wired ordnance was un- 
doubtedly Britain, and the outcome 
to-day is that the finest guns extant 
are British made and fritish owned. 
The wire gun is the soundest in the 
world. It could hardlv fail to be. 
The wire—it is alm.st broad and 
thick enough to be termed a ribbon— 
{s coiled at the tremendous initial 
pressure of 60 tons to the s:.uare inch, 
and if any defect is to show at all 
it must do so in the covering process. 
The advantage, however, does not end 
here, as will be realized when it is 
explained that a 12-inch wire gun, 
though weighing only ». trifle more 
than the ordinary twelve-inches, can 
throw a shell 136 pounds heavier and 
pierce 10 more inches of wrought iron 
than the other. This simply means 
that the plain or banded gun is no 
match whatever for the wire gun of 
similar calibre.

GIANTS’ WAR IN ALPS

Italian Alpiné and Tyrolese in Ter 
riblu Combats 


A Swiss editor who was called to 
the colors and is attached to one of 
the regiments guarding the Austrian 
and Italian frontiers, writes: “From 
our ,lofty positions in the neighbor- 
hood of the Stalvio Pass we daily can 
watch the bloody battles of the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian and Italian .-oops. The 
Italian. artillery does admirable work, 
but its shells often fly across the 
border and explode dangerously close 
to our observation posts. The com- 
bats between the Italians and Aus- 
trians are terrible. Recently the 
Italian gunners succeeded ir throw- 
ing four shells of large calibre into 
the position of an Austrian brttery, 
which was literally blown to pieces 
so that hardly a man escaped alive. 
Two days later .he Austrians took 
their revenge. They brought up thirty 
Jarge guns and began a terrific bom- 
bardment. Aft:r two hour: ther was 
nothing left of the Italian batteries. 

“On the same day we witnessed a 
terrific infantry battle. Two hundred 
Italian Alpini attacked an advanced 
Austrian position which was held by 
only twelve Tyrolean sharpshooters. 
The Tyroleans calmly waited until 
the Italians upproached their trench 
and then fired. Every one of their 
bullets took effect and within ten 


renches. It was not safe to look 
over the parapet without using a 
Periscope. They even kept us busy 
| aaking periscopes, for as soon as 
they caught sight of one they would 
snipe at it. I was doing a littlo 
niping myself, but a German got a- 
ead of me once, and shot my rifle 
ight out of my hand, almost break- 
ng it in two pieces. Fortunately the 
ullet missed me, but I got a small 
scratch on the ear from a piece of 
teel off my rifle. The bombardment 
tarted a couple of days later, and 
considering the small space of ground 
covered and the short time it lasted, 
it was the worst I havo seen. I do 
not know how we managed to stay. 
through’ it all. They were bombing us 
vith huge trench mortar bombs loads 
d with anything from twenty to 
sixty pounds of high explosive. One 
of these bombs dropped on the next 
dugout to mine, and the first thing 
hat I knew was that the roof and 
ne wall had buried one of my boys 
nd me. Fortunately there were 2 az 
hree of the boys close by to dig us 
out, and we did not evenget a 
scratch. 

We were, very disappointed that the 
Germans did not make an infantry at! 
tack on our line, for we were all 
ready and waiting for them, and we 
should have given them a very hot 
‘reception, but they did not come. I 
think they must have suffered a great 
deal more than we did for our heavy 
artillery just blew~their trenches all 
to pieces, and after the bombardment 
vas finished we could hear the groang 
nd cries of their wounded men. 

I lost one of the hest pals I ever 
‘had, during that bombardment. He 
was not a Red Deer boy, but one of 
the reinforcements, and we had been 
chums together ever sincehe came 
out to Franee.

Local Council of Women 


The first meeting of the Local 
Council of Women of Red Deer 
brought an interested gathering to 
the City Hall on Saturday afternoon 
to hear Mrs. Edwards of Macleod, 
Vice-President for Alberta of the Na- 
tional Council of Women of Canada 
and for 18 years the Convener of tho 
Law Committee of the National 
Council, ; 

Mrs. W. A. Moore, president of the 
Local Council, occupied the chair and: 
after bricf opening remarks called on 
Mrs. Edwards to address the mect- 
ing. 

Mrs. Edwards first made some ex- 
planations regarding Council meth- 
ods and work, and then took up the 
subjects of the Provincial Law Com- 
mittee. This Committee was decided 
upon not long ago, when several con- 
ventions of representative women 
Edmonton, and 
was formed with the object of ob- 
taining amendments to some laws 
which do injustice to women and 
hildren, and also, by expressing the 
opinion of the organized women of 
the Province, to prevent irresponsi- | 
ble parties from rushing to the Leg- 
islature with all sorts of bills. 

It was decided that. the committco 
should begin by trying to amend a 
few laws, and for the present should 
confine their work to four things, 
namely:— 

1. Woman’s right to share her 
husband’s estate. 

2. moman’s right to share in 
the control and custody of her! 
children. 

3. The abatement of the ‘red 
light” district. ! 

4. The inclusion of venereal di- 
seases in the Contagious Diseases 
Act. 

The obtaining of such improve- 
ments in legislation was one reason 
why women wanted the vote; anoth- 
er reason was the educative value of 
the vote, and a third reason was 
that equal franchise would make a 
man regard a woman as his equal. 

The speaker advised the women to 
let party politics alone and vote for 
the candidate who had the interest 
of home and community at heart. 

Mrs. Fdwards then spoke’ for a 
short time on the spirit of public 
service. The duties which are being 
laid upon women by the widening of 
their sphere were not new ones, but 
old duties with new faces and in new 
places. [t had always been the work 
of women to care for the children

Edgar S. Meeres, of 1116 Avenue G 
north has been killed in action in 
France. News of his death reached 
his widow this morning.

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INTOXICATING PILLS 


German and Austrian Soldiers Aro 
Fed With Them Before fattle 


The mystery of the pills with which 
German and Austrian troops are pro- 
vided has been elucidated. Ai first it 
was thought that they were intended 
to assuage hunger, the nourishing pro- 
perties of a hearty mea) being attri- 
buted to each pill. Examinations of 
German prisoners in Russia reveal the 
fact that these pills are for a different 
purpose. One pili contains sufficient 
narcotic or alcoholic properties to 
make a men slightly drunk. It stimu- 
lates him and fills him ‘vith a desire 
for battle. He feels for a relatively 
short time more vigorous. 

Two of these pills are served out 
daily to the German soldiers, es- 
pecially before an attack, or on those 
days when a particularly trying or- 
deal in the trenches is anticipated. 
When the pills are given alcoholic 
rations are cut off. Prolonged use of 
this new discovery of German chem- 
ists causes a feeling of discomfort and 
a weakening of the whole physical 
organism, so that soon the soldier has 
no keen relish for-the dose.

ARTILLERY USELESS 
IN VOSGES BATTLES 


Land of the Machine Gun and Bayo- 
net—Sniping a Fine Art Among 
French Alpines 
H. Warner Allen, who 1s official 
representative for all the British 
newspapers with the French armies, 
sends the following description of the 
desperate struggle in the Vosges 
Mountains: In the mountains of the 
Vosges men still fight in the open, 
with the cold s‘eel, as they fought in 
the days before machines of scientific 
destruction drove them nnderground. 
The Vosges are the country of the 
bayonet and the machine gun. Among 
their rrecijitous pine-clad hills the 
obstacles set by Nature in the way 
of the invader from the East are proof 
against the puny artillery of science. 
A 17-inch shell makes no more im- 
pression on a mountain than a rain- 
drop on a paving stone, and under 
cover of the forests and the rocks 
whole armies can lie hidden in perfect 
security froin the enemy's guns. The 
aviator's eye cannot pierce the dense 
canopy of evergreen foliage, and the 
guns, as a rule, can only fire at ran- 
dom, blindly wasting their shells 
among the trees and bolders. The 
rifle has its part to play in the fight- 
ing, but it is handicapped by the 
abundance of cover, and it {s with the 
bayonet and the machine gun that 
the issue rests. It is only in the val- 

ley that the guns are dangerous. 


Helping Nature 


For half a mile our road lay exposed 
to the view and shells of the Germans, 
just a thousand yards away and the 
cars worked up to full speed to get 
past the danger zone as quickly as 
possible. The enemy maintained a 
prudent stience, being well aware that 
the Frefch in this section had definite 
crders to reply to every German pro- 
jectile by four shells of the same cali- 
bre, aimed unerringly at his most vul- 
nerable points—his depots and can- 
tonments in the rear. Sometimes one 
mgy catch a glimpse of a pale blue 
uniform, but an instant later it has 
faded away into the all-pervading 
green, and the mountain seems as 
lonely and as peaceful as if there 
were no war. Yet if one looks raore 
closely, one sees that human ingeruity 
has been hard at work doing its ut- 
most to reinforce the obstacles that 
Nature has set against the German. 
Blockhouses built of stout pine trunks, 
with deep loopholes, are dotted all 
about the woods. 

Sometimes a great boulder has been 
pressed into service, and, topped with 
a breastwork of tree trunks, it makes 
an alinost impregnable shelter. These 
rustic trenches and shelters are as 
much a part of the forest as a wood- 
man’s hut, and the poilus who built 
them have adorned their work with 
soft beds of bright green moss. The 
main defence is the barbed wire, 
which is twined in an inextricable net- 
work round tree trunks, fallen branch- 
es and wooden stakes. It runs along 
the hill slopes, and down into the 
ravines, extending in all directions its 
impassable barrier. On the other side 
of the barbed wire it is debatable 
ground. The French sentries lie hid- 
den in shallow holes with their rifles 
at their shoulders, listening intently 
for a stir or a rustle that might betray

- Sometimes a French patrol will 
make their way through a narrow zig- 
Zag paoeee in the barbed wire en- 
tanglement and cautiously glide down 
the hill towards the enemy. Perhaps 
they will reach the German line of 
wire unnoticed, and watch there for 
a while to see what the Germans are 
doing, and if occasion serves, risk a 
shot or two at any of the enemy who 
May show themselves. The most pro- 
pitious moment is when the German 
sentries are being relleved. Every- 
thing is silent, and not a leaf is stir- 
ring. One German, glad that his duty 
{s over leaves his shelter and turns 
back towards the rear; the other, who 
is taking his place shows himself in- 
cautiously for a second. There is a 
little movement behind a rock on the 
hillside, the silence is cut by two rifle 
cracks that echo through the valley 
pean pli are two Germans less in the 
world.

menians. “The misgry of our people 
was never greater. We now know 
with certainty ;

Do not for- 
get that all men of from 20 to 45 
years of age are at the front. Those 
of from 45 to 60 work for the military 
transports. As to those who have paid 
the regulation tax for exemption for 
military service, they have either been 
exiled or imprisoned under some pre- | 
text or another. Hence there remains’ 
only the aged and women and children , 
to exile.

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When is a 
- Man Drunk ? 


How I wish that every one could 
read an article under the above head- 
ing in the American magazine for 
April. As that is improbable, I will 
try to condense it for your readers, 
writes H. Arnott an eminent special- 
ist on the drink habit. 

Scientific experts say that one lit- 
tle drink will set you back seven per 
cent in physical endurance and fifteen 
per cent in your ability to remember 
things. : 

This is no temperance lecture. It 
is the findings of cold scientifie ac 
curacy and shows the moderate drink- 
er that he does not need to make a 
fool of himself to get drunk. One 
glass of beer will make him drunk 
in the sense that he will be that 
much less of a man than he was be- 
fore in body and brain. We all want 
lifeand want it more abundantly, 
but science shows us that alcohol in 
any form and even in small quanti- 
ties lessens our life, our vitality and 
our efficiency. 

One of the first things the scient- 
ists found out when they commenced 
to measure drunkenness’ was that 
every man who drank alcoholic liqu- 
ors was drunk—in degree— for two 
or three days afterwards. Now it 
may be too much to ask the moder- 
ate drinker to believe that. He thinks 
he has inereased his vitality, instead 
of lessening it, but there is no get- 
ting over the ergograph or the hun- 
dreds of memory tests. The ergo- 
graph is a_ little instrument that 
tests muscular strength and endur- 
ance, first without alcohol for sever- 
al days, and then with a glass of 
wine after meals for several days. 
These experiments were duplicated 
hundreds of times, 

It would require too much space to 
describe the other tests and_ the 
machines used to secure accuracy. 
The resykts prove that a man can- 
not write as fast or as accurately 
after one drink, and the strange part 
of it is that he thinks he is writing 
more rapidly. That has fooled many 
aman | , 

The memory tests were interesting 
and instructive. These were carried 
on for two weeks without. alcohol, 
and then two weeks’ with alcohol, 
and the results showed, first, that 
the memory power was weakened 
fifteen per cent; second, that when 
alcohol was taken before breakfast, 
it required four times as _ long to 
memorize a given task. 

Dr. Ridge, an English physiologist 
carried out a series of experiments 
on medical students, nurses and port- 
ers, to ascertain the effect. of liquor 
on eyesight, with the startling  re- 
sult that the average man who had 
taken the equivalent of a pint of 
beer had to approach twenty feet 
nearer to read letters that he had 
read at thirty fect the day before, 
and that the effect lasted from four 
to five hours after drinking. 

When we consider how much de- 
pends in this awful war upon the 
vigor of body and clearness of brain 
of our soldiers, and when we think 
that they are not only permitted, 
but actually tempted to drink, that 
a few men may make money, it 
shows us that a large number of 
People are still ignorant of the true 
nature of this terrible poison.

| The dam site, as determined from 
contour plans, levels, elevations, pro- 
files, rock outcrop, etc. the report 
fixed at about half a mile from the 
upper end of the Canyon. The sand- 
stone appeared to alternate in hard 
and soft layers about two feet thick, 
and might require considerable ex- 
cavation before a suitable foundation 
could be reached: boring tests would 
be required.

How French Fatten Fowl 


For fattening poultry in France thd 
epinette is the favorable plan. It id 
merely rows of cages, with a separate 
compartment for each bird, generally

provement. Some of the epinettes 
can accommodate fifty to one hundred 
birds. The bottom of the cage is in 
open work, and below a moveable 
board strewn with ashes or sawdust 
to receive the druppings. In front a 
trough for food and an earthen ves- 
sel for water. The cellar or fatten- 
ing house is kept warm, and the light 
gradually diminished till darkness is 
secured on the fifth day. Only when 
being fed is daylight re-admitted, and 
then even many prefer to employ a 
lamp.
